Washington, April 16.—Those 
who have been trying to have the 
restrictions on the surplus lands 
of the mixed bloods in Indian 
Territory removed have not aban­ 
doned the fight. Though defeat­ 
ed in their effort to have this ob­ 
jectionable amendment in the 
Five Tribes bill eliminated, they 
will endeavor to bring about the 
same amendment by means of an 
amendment to the Indian appro* 
priation bill 
A meeting of a number of prom­ 
inent residents of Indian Terri­ 
tory was held Saturday and this 
course was decided upon. Among 
those present at the meeting 
were W. A. Ledbetter of Ard­ 
more, Col. Clarence Douglas of 
Muskogee and R. L. Owen, Terns 
Bixby and J. W. Zeverly of Mus­ 
kogee. 
Previously 
they 
had 


made an inquiry as to the senti­ 
ment in both houses and the re­ 
sult was so encouraging that they 
resolved to make the attempt. 
The amendment which it is 
purposed to offer to the Indian 
appropriation bill will provide 
merely that the surplus lands of 
the mixed bloods may be alienat­ 
ed at once. 
According to the 
provisions of the Five Tribes bill 
they may be alienated only in ac­ 
cordance with the terms of the 
treaties, and in this way it woald 
require five years for all of these 
surplus lands to be alienable. 
The white residents of Indian 
^territory think that this would 
prove a serious detriment to the 
new State, since it would start off 
as a state of tenants because of 
the inability of the mixed bloods 
to sell any part of their land. 
RU HENDRIX SEAYS 
HIS FATHER-IN-LAW 


There was reported by phone 
to the Ada office of U. S* Marshal 
that on Sunday afternoon near 
the hamlet of H art Bill Hendrix 
shot and killed his fatherinlaw 
aarned Voss. 
Hendrix is an In­ 
dian well known in Ada. He 
bsed to stay here bot recently 
moved out to hie farm near Hart, 
some 20 miles west of Ada. 
His 
brother, Ed, was killed, it will be 
recalled, last summer by George 
Miller over at the Corner. 
The 
deceased is a white man. 
The tragedy 
occurred just 
across the line, in the Pauls Val­ 
ley district. 
Officers in that 
town were notified and left for 


the place of the killing. 
It is re­ 
ported that Hendrix will surren­ 
der to the officers, claiming to 
have done the act in self defense. 
The old man lived alone about 
one hundred yards from Hendrix’ 
house. Hendrix’ place 
is four 
miles west of Hart. It is thought 
that family 
troubles were the 
origin of the tragedy. 
Through 
telephone communication with 
Hart the News was unable to se­ 
cure any further details.

FATAL SHOOTING AMONG 
FOUBLOODS AT ARIOSO 


John Anderson, a full blood In­ 
dian, lies dead near Ahloso, six 
miles southeast of Ada, with two 
bullet holes through his body, one 
in the head and one in the trunk, 
each taking effect from the rear. 
He was killed 
about sundown 
Saturday. Chalis Harkins aud 
son, Nelson, also full bloods, are 
in jail at Ada charged with the 
killing. 
About ten 
o’clock Saturday 
night the Harkins men came to 
Ada and informed the U. S. 
Marshal’s office of the tragtiy. 
True to typical Indian taciturnity 
the information they gave was 
rather meagre. They deny hav­ 
ing done the killing, claiming the 
deceased was shot rather by acci­ 
dent in the confusion of a general 
fusillade. The men accompan­ 
ied Deputy Marshals Brents aud 
Chapman back to the scene where 
Anderson was found in the condi­ 
tion above described—however he 
did not die until 4 a. rn. Sunday. 
Under the circumstances the offi­ 
cers could do nothing Less thai 
take the father and son in custody 
and their preliminary trial is set 
for Wednesday morning. 
From the somewhat meager 
and tangled reports these facts 
have been gleaned: Anderson 
was the guardian of a 14 year old 
Indian girl who was recently 
married to Nelson Harkins ac­ 
cording to loose Indian rites. The 
matter had been aired in the com­ 
missioner’s court here a few days 
ago, with the result, however, 
that the parties were discharged 
with a lecture on domestic moral­ 
ity by the judge. This trouble 
had engendered bad blood be­ 
tween members of the two famil­ 
ies. 
It seems that on Saturday 
afternoon Anderson, 
together 
with Amsiah McClean and Jim 


Colbert, went to 
the house of 
Chalis Harkins, in the absence of 
the Harkins, and administered a 
severe beating to the girl, and 
discharged their gun* promiscu­ 
ously about the premises. Later 
the Harkins men returned and 
the other party retreated. 
H is! 
not certain to what extent the 
Harkins pursued, but a consider­ 
able fusillade 
occurred about 
three hundred yards from the 
house, some 25 or 20 shots being 
fired, and Anderson fell wounded 
as above described.

The process Is .somewhat difficult, re­ 
quiring time, patience and some out­ 
lay of money, but then consider the 
possible results!

diamond, we 
know, says the New York Herald, is 
simply carbon in a transparent crvs- 
.a1 line form. 
It comes of humble par 
outage and is brother to the lump of 
coal.

Unlike easily crystallizable bodies 
carbon is insoluble in all ordinary sol 
vents, but molten metals will combine

John Walker, a druggist in a small Eng- 
bsh town, tipped a splint with sulphur, 
c orate of potash, anti sulphid of anti­ 
mony. and rubbed it on sandpaper, and 
it burst into flame. The druggist had 
discovered the first friction-chemical 
match, the kind we use to-day.

called friction-chemical because it *. 
made by mixing certain chemicals to­ 
gether and rubbing them. 
Although 
b a lk e rs match did not require the bot­ 
tle of acid, it nevertheless was not a good 
one 
it could be lighted only by hard 
rubbing and it sputtered and threw fire

directions. In a few years, how­ 
ever, phosphorus was substituted on the 
tip for antimony, and the change worked 
wonders. The match could now be light­ 
ed with very little rubbing, and it was 
no longer necessary to have sandpaper 
upon which to rub it. It would ignite 
when rubber on any dry surface, and 
there was no longer any sputtering. 
This was the phosphorus match, the 
match with which we are so familiar

lighted phosphorus match there was no 
longer use for the dip-splint or the 
stnke-a-light. The old methods of get­ 
ting a blazp were gradually laid aside 
and forgotten.

In fact, we are running neck 
ann neck with Italy with respect to 
the i aiio ol \ iolent crimes resulting in 
death. In the latter country ihe ho-mi- 
' .-ides number 105 per 
million of 
in- 
; .i ,tauts per year; in this country 
last year the ratio was 115 per 
mil­ 
lion. 
A comparison with ’he criminal sta­ 
tistics of other lea ling nations 
will 
serve to emphasiz the in Mc^ment and 
make it positively terrifying. Thus the 
annual average rat *3 of homicides to 
population is 13 per million to Ger­ 
man. 19 per million in France and 27 
per million 4:i the United Kingdom. 
One reason for these frightful con­ 
ditions is the laxity of the administra­ 
tion of the Ratably, therefore; murder 
and manslaughter are four 
times as 
frequent iii this country as 
in 
Eng­ 
land, Scotland and Wales, and nine 
times as frequent as in criminal lav 
in this country. 
In England one out 
of four homicides is convicted of mur 
der and pays the extreme penalty for 
his crime. 
Moreover, justice 
is 
not 
-only reasonably sure, but swift 
The 
legal executions in this country num­ 
bered 133 last year, which 
compara­ 
tively to a total of 9,212 homicides is 
an 
almost insignificant 
proportion; 
and everybody is familiar

ed States has heels of lead. The other

ARE STILL FIGHTING FOR 


REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, April 16.—Those 


who have been trying to have the 
restrictions on the surplus lands 
of the mixed bloods in Indian 
Territory removed have not aban- 
doned the fight. Though defeat- 
ed in their effort to have this ob- 
jectionable amendment in the 
Five Tribes bill eliminated, they 
will endeavor to bring about the 
same amendment by means of an 
amendment to the Indian appro* 
priation bill 


A meeting of a number of prom- 


inent residents of Indian Terri- 
tory was held Saturday and this 
course was decided upon. Among 
those present .at the meeting 
were W. Ar Ledbetterof Ard- 
•ore, Col. Clarence Douglas of 
Maskogee and R. L. Owen, Tarns 
Bixby and J. W. Zeverly of Mus- 
aogee. 
Previously 
they 
had 


made an inquiry as to the senti- 
ment in both houses and the re- 
sult was so encouraging that they 
resolved to make the attempt. 


The amendment which it is 


purposed .to offer to the Indian 
appropriation 
bill will provide 


merely that the surplus lands pf 
the mixed bloods may be alienat- 
ed at once. 
According to the 


provisions of the Five Tribes bill 
they may be alienated only in ac- 
cordance with the terms ol the 
^reatiea, and in this way it would 
require five years for all of these 
surplus lands to be alienable. 


The white residents of Indian 


.territory think that this would 
prove a serious detriment to the 
new State, since it would start off 
as a state of tenants because of 
the inability of the mixed bloods 
to sell any part of their land. 


BILL HENDRIX SLAYS 


HIS FATHER-IN-LAW 


There, was reported by phone

•hot and killed bis fatherinlaw

dian well known in Ada. He 
used to stay here but recently 
moved oat to his farm near Hart, 
some 20 miles west of Ada. His 
brother, Ed, was killed, it will be 
recalled, last summer byGeorae 
Miller over at the Corner. The 
deceased is a white man.

FATAL SHOOTING AMONG 


FULLBLOODS AT AHLOSO 


John Anderson, a fall blood In- 


dian, lies dead near Ahloso, six 
miles southeast of Ada, with two 
bullet holes through his body, one 
in the head and one in the trunk, 
each taking effect from the rear. 
He was killed 
about sundown 


Saturday. Chalia Harkins and 
son. Nelson, also full bloods, are 
in jail at Ada charged with the 
killing. 


About ten o'clock Saturday 


night the Harkins men came to 
Ada and informed the U. S., 
Marshal's office of the tragUy. 
True to typical Indian taciturnity 
the information they gave was 
rather meagre. They deny bar- 
ing done the killing, claiming the 
deceased was shot rather by acci- 
dent in the confusion of a general 
fusillade. The men accompan- 
ied Deputy Marshals Brents and 
Chapman back to the scene where 
Anderson was found in the condi- 
tion above described—however he 
did not die until 4 a. m. Sunday. 
Under the circumstances the offi- 
cers could do nothing less thfc 
take the father and son in custody 
and their preliminary trial is set 
for Wednesday morning. 


From the somewhat meager 


and tangled reports these facts 
have been gleaned: Anderson 
was the guardian of a 14 year old 
Indian girl who was recently 
married to Nelson Harkins ac 
cording to loose Indian rites. The 
matter had been aired in the com- 
missioner's court here a few days 
ago, with the result, however, 
that the parties were discharged 
with a lecture on domestic moral- 
ity by the judge. This trouble 
hid engendered bad blood be* 
tween members of the two famil 
iea. 
It seems that on Saturday 


afternoon Anderson, 
together 


with Amsiah McGIean and Jim 


Colbert, went to 
the house of 


Chalis Harkins, m the absence of 
the Harkins, and administered a 
severe beating to the girl, and 
discharged their gun« promiscu- 
ously about the premises. Later 
the Harkins men returned and 
the other party retreated. It is 
not certain to what extent the 
Harkins pursued, but a consider- 
able fusillade 
occurred about 


three hundred yards from the 
house, some 15 or 20 shots being

If Anyone Wants to Make a V«w, 


Here Is the Way to Go 


About It. 


Would you like to know how to man- 


ufacture 
diamonds—real 
diamonds' 


The process is .somewhat difficult, re- 
quiring time, patience and some out 
lay ot money, but then consider thu 
possible results! 
The diamond, we 


know, aays the New York Herald, is 
simply carbon in a transparent crys- 
talline form 
It comes of humble par 


entage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 


Unlike easily crystallizable bodies, 


carbon is insoluble in all ordinary sol 
vents, but molten metals will combine 
with it Let the diamond maker choose 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt 
ng it in an electriu furnace, allowing 
t to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon 
The crucible containing th» 


white hot metal should then be plunge>l 
nto a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Idside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con 
dition, and. as iron expands in solid! 
fying, the contents of these little glo 
bules receive a pressure unattainable

In a few years, how- 
ever, phosphorus was substituted on the 
tip for antimony, and the change worked 
wonders. The match could now be light- 
ed with very little rubbing, and it waa 
no longer necessary to have sandpaper 
upon which to rub it. It would ignite 
when rubber on any dry surface, and 
there was no longer any sputtering. 
THis was the phosphorus match, the 
match with which we are so familiar. 


After the invention of the easily 


lighted phosphorus match there was no 
longer use for the dip-splint or the 
strike-a-llght 
The old methods of get- 


ting a blazf were gradually laid aside 
and forgotten 
The flrat phosphorus 


matches were sold at 25 cents a block— 
a block containing 140 matches—and 
they were used by but few Now a nun- 
dred matches can be bought for a cent.

Drwaing for Wounds. 


The substitution of glass for lint in 


dressing certain kinds of wounds is the 
carious suggestion made by Dr. J L. 
A, Aymard, M. R. C. S. Dr. Aymard 
describes an experiment with the new 
dressing which he himself undertook 
at Johannesburg hospital. After oh 
talntng a piece of thick window glass, 
the edges of which were ground on an 
ordinary grindstone, he smeared it 
with carbolic oil and used it on a pa- 
tient instead of lint. The wound, he 
sayu. subsequently healed up entirely, 
and will leave no trace of a scar. Two 
other cases, Dr. Aymard has treated 
with watch-glasses, the resulta 
equally satisfactory.

REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, April 16.—Those 


who have been trying to have the 
restrictions on the surplus lands 
of the mixed bloods in Indian 
Territory removed have not aban- 
doned the fight. Though defeat- 
ed in their effort to have this ob- 
jectionable amendment in the 
Five Tribes bill eliminated, they 
will endeavor to bring about the 
same amendment by means of an 
amendment to the Indian appro- 
priation bill 


A meeting of a number of prom- 


inent residents of Indian Terri- 
tory was held Saturday and this 
course was decided upon. Among 
those present .at the meeting 
were W. Ar Ledbetterof Ard- 
•aore, Col. Clarence Douglas of 
Maskogee and R. L. Owen, Tarns 
Bixby and J. W. Zeverly of Mus- 
kogee. 
Previously 
they 
had 


made an inquiry as to the senti- 
ment in both houses and the re- 
sult was so encouraging that they 
resolved to make the attempt. 


The amendment which it is 


purposed .to offer to the Indian- 
appropriation bill will provide 
merely that the surplus lands pf 
the mixed bloods may be alienat- 
ed at once. 
According to the 


provisions of the Five Tribes bill 
they may be alienated only in ac- 
cordance with the terms ol the 
^treaties, and in this way it would 
require five years for all of these 
surplus lands to be alienable. 


The white residents of Indian 


territory think that this would 
prove a serious detriment to the 
new State, since it would start off 
as a state of tenants because of 
the inability of tee mixed bloods 
to sell any part of their land.

HIS 


SLAYS 
FATHER-IN-LAW 


There, was reported by pbone 


to the Ada office of U. S. Marshal 
that on Sunday afternoon near 
the hamlet of Hart Bill Hendrix 
•hot and killed bis fatherinlaw 
•amed Voas. Hendrix is an In- 
dian well known in Ada. He 
used to stay here but recently 
moved out to his farm near Hart, 
some 20 miles west of Ada. His 
brother, Ed, was killed, it will be 
recalled, last summer by Georae 
Miller over at the Corner. The 
deceased is a white man. 


The tragedy 
occurred just 


across the line, in the Pauls Val- 
ley district. 
Officers in that 


town were notified and left for 


the place of the kilting. It is re- 
ported that Hendrix will surren- 
der to the officers, claiming to 
have done the act in self defense. 


The 'old man lived alone about 


one hundred yards from Hendrix' 
house. Hendrix' place i« four 
miles west of Hart. It is thought 
that family troubles were the 
origin of the tragedy. Through 
telephone communication with 
Hart the News was unable to se- 
cure any further details.

FATAL SHOOTING AMONG 


FULLRLOODS AT AHLOSO 


John Anderson, a full blood In- 


dian, lies dead near Ahloso, six 
miles southeast of Ada, with two 
bullet holes through his body, one 
in the head and one in the trunk, 
each taking effect from the rear. 
He was killed 
about sundown 


Saturday. Chalis Harkins and 
son. Nelson, also full bloods, are 
in jail at Ada charged with the 
killing. 


About ten o'clock Saturday 


night the Harkins men came to 
Ada and informed the U. S. 
Marshal's office of the tragUy. 
True to typical Indian taciturnity 
the information they gave was 
rather meagre. They deny bar- 
ing done the killing, claiming the 
deceased was shot rather by acci- 
dent in the confusion of a general 
fusillade. The men accompan- 
ied Deputy Marshals Brents and 
Chapman back to the scene where 
Anderson was found in the condi 
tion above described—however he 
did not die until 4 a. m. Sunday. 
Under the circumstances the offi- 
cers could do nothing less thfc 
take the father and son in custody 
and their preliminary trial is set 
for Wednesday morning. 


From the somewhat meager 


and tangled reports these facts 
have been gleaned: Anderson 
was the guardian of a 14 year old 
Indian girl who was recently 
married to Nelson Harkins ac- 
cording to loose Indian rites. The 
matter had been aired in the com 
missioner's court here a few days 
ago, with the result, however, 
that the parties were discharged 
with a lecture on domestic moral- 
ity by the judge. This trouble 
hid engendered bad blood be* 
tween members of the two famil- 
ies. It seems that on Saturday 
afternoon Anderson, 
together 


with Amsiah McGIean and Jim 


Colbert, went to the house of 
Chalis Harkins, m the absence of 
the Harkins, and administered a 
severe beating to the girl, and 
discharged their gun« promiscu- 
ously about the premises. Later 
the Harkins men returned and 
the other party retreated. It is 
not certain to what extent the 
Harkins pursued, but a consider- 
able fusillade 
occurred about 


three hundred yards from the 
house, some 15 or 20 shots being 
fired, and Anderson fell wounded 
as above described'

Unlike easily crystallizable bodies 


carbon Is insoluble in all ordinary sol 
vents, but molten metals will combine 
with it Let the diamond maker choose 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt 
ing it in an electric furnace, allowing 
it to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in other words, saturate itself witr 
carbon 
The crucible containing th 


white hot metal should then be plunge 
into a bath of molten lead. The resul« 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Idside the hard crust the iron re 
mains for some time in a molten con 
dition, aud. as iron expands in aolldi 
fying, the contents of these little glo 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means 
When the lead 


becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up in the mass 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—real 
diamonds

THE VERY FIRST MATCH. 
Invented by John Walker, an Eng- 


lish Druggist, in the 


Year 1827. 


In th^ nineteenth century—the cen 


tury in which so many wonderful thing! 
were done—the fourth step In the de 
velopment of the match was taken. la 
1327, writes S E. Forman, in "Storle 
of Useful Inventions," In St Nicholas 
John Walker, a druggist in a small Kng 
lisa town, tipped a splint with sulphur 
chlorate of potash, antg sulphld of anti 
rnony, and rubbed it on sandpaper, an 
It burst into name. The druggist ha 
discovered the first frictlon-chemica 
match, the kind we use to-day. 
It i 


called friction-chemical because it i 
made by mixing certain chemicals to 
gether and rubbing them. 
Although 


Walker's match did not require the hot 
tie of acid, it nevertheless was not a gooc 
one 
It could be lighted only by bar 


rubbing, and it sputtered and threw flr 
in all directions. In a few years, how 
ever, phosphorus was substituted on th 
Up for antimony, and the change workei 
wonders. The match could now be light 
ed with very little rubbing, and it was 
no longer necessary to have sandpape 
upon which to rub It. It would ignlfr 
when rubber on any dry surface, ani 
there was no longer any sputtering 
This was the phosphorus match, the 
match with which we are so familiar. 


After the Invention of the easily 


lighted phosphorus match there was m 
longer use for the dlp-spllnt or th 
strike-a-llght 
The old methods of get 


ting a blaze were gradually laid asidi 
and forgotten 
The first phospboru 


matches were sold at 25 cents a block— 
a block containing 140 matches—an< 
they were used by but few Now a hun 
dred matches can be bought for a cent 
It is said that In the United States 
use about 150,000 000,000 matches a year

Editor 
Whiton's exposition provoked the min- 
isters to instant controversy and there 
was a long discussion of bis conclu- 
sions.

same time the most nutritive part The 
result la that he gets a beautiful, al- 
most sparkling, grain, which sell* well; 
but Inasmuch as the covering has been 
removed, tbe grains when cooked lose 
their Identity and become a mush, 
'polished rtcea" is a peculiarity of 
America. The public can procure the 
unpolished rice if they will insist on 
tbe grocer getting it for them, for, 
"polishing" IB an extra process which 
toe nlller will be glad to abandon.
